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A  Report  From  The  President 


Warren  W.  Brandt,  President,  VCU 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  have  this  oppor- 
tunity to  greet  the  many  MCV  alumni 
and  report  to  you  on  the  progress 
which  is  being  made.  Such  reports  can 
cause  concern  among  loyal  alumni  be- 
cause progress  and  development  mean 
change.  However,  progress  and  de- 
velopment may  also  mean  improve- 
ment which  can  be  a  source  of  increas- 
ing pride  to  informed  alumni. 

There  are  many  items  about  which 
you  need  to  know  in  order  to  assess 
the  impressive  progress  which  is  being 
made.  I  can  only  hit  a  few  of  the  high 
spots.  The  Dentistry  Building  II  is  in 
use  and  will  be  dedicated  January  26. 
It  is  a  magnificant  facility  which  will 
enable  us  to  do  a  more  effective  in- 
structional job  and  have  greatly  in- 
creased facilities  for  research.  The  ex- 
cellence of  this  educational  building  is 
a  tribute  to  the  planning  and  leadership 
of  Dean  Lyons  and  the  efforts  of  his 
faculty.  As  Dean  Lyons  approaches  his 
retirement  next  summer,  a  faculty 
search  committee  is  busy  identifying 
potential  replacements.  I  know  that 
many  of  you  have  already  contributed 
suggestions  for  which  we  are  grateful. 

Governor  Godwin  recently  approved 
a  change  in  the  method  of  determining 
clinical  faculty  salaries  in  the  School  of 
Medicine.  We  had  requested  the  change 
which  provides  for  a  sliding  ceiling  on 
external  earnings  with  an  increasing 
percentage  returning  to  the  institution 
instead  of  the  former  fixed  ceiling.  This 
significant  improvement  should  permit 
us  to  compete  more  effectively  in  ob- 
taining new  faculty  and  in  retaining 
outstanding  members  of  our  current 
faculty  who  found  the  fixed  ceiling  a 
serious  limitation  on  their  earning  ca- 
pacity. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  evi- 
dences of  the  national  stature  of  the 
School  of  Medicine  is  the  increasingly 
strong  demand  for  growing  numbers  of 
outstanding  students  from  the  most 
prestigious  institutions  for  intern  and 
residency  positions.  This  trend  speaks 
very  well  for  the  caUber  of  our  faculty 
and  their  programs.

The  new  Nurse  Anesthetist  Training 
Program  broadens  our  offerings  in  a 
very  significant  area.  The  major  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  the  State 
of  Virginia  to  increase  the  size  of  the 
medical  class  has  resulted  in  over  50 
per  cent  growth  in  the  past  five  years. 
Condnuation  of  this  program  received 
a  major  boost  from  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment in  January  with  the  announce- 
ment of  grants  totalling  $7.5  million 
for  the  construction  of  the  extension 
of  Sanger  HaU  and  of  the  McCaw- 
Tompkins  Library.  These  funds  match 
State  of  Virginia  funds  on  a  2:1  basis. 
They  will  provide  a  major  building 
program  in  forthcoming  months. 

The  School  of  Nursing  has  con- 
tributed significantly  to  the  progress. 
Major  additions  to  the  faculty  this  fall 
have  strengthened  the  new  M.S.  pro- 
gram which  is  now  in  its  second  year. 
Enrollment  has  increased  encourag- 
ingly since  the  inception  of  this  degree 
offering.  The  baccalaureate  program 
is  also  showing  the  effects  of  the  major 
study  and  revision  that  the  faculty  has 
accomplished.  The  change  to  a  "2-2" 
program  in  which  only  the  junior  and 
senior  years  are  offered  in  the  School 
of  Nursing  has  attracted  a  very  large 
number  of  inquiries  and  applications. 
This  move  is  going  to  mean  major  in- 
creases in  the  number  of  nurses  grad- 
uating in  the  years  to  come. 

The  program  in  Pharmacy  is  also 
undergoing  a  major  transition  to  a  "2- 
3"  arrangement  whereby  students  enter 
after  two  years  on  the  Academic  Cam- 
pus or  at  another  institution.  Early  re- 
sponses are  most  favorable.  The  cur- 
ricular  leadership  in  the  Pharmacy 
program  is  evidenced  in  the  moves  to 
bring  the  pharmacist  into  the  hospital 
more  and  develop  a  closer  relationship 
between  the  physician  and  the  pharma- 
cist. As  the  pressures  for  increased  de- 
livery of  health  care  cause  roles  to 
change,  the  leading  programs  must  set 
the  pace  for  modern  education. 

The  School  of  Allied  Health  Profes- 
sions was  formed  a  year  ago.  It  is  as- 
suming increasing  importance  as  the 


demand  for  these  several  areas  multi- 
plies. Faculty  strengthening,  closer  ties 
with  the  hospitals,  and  other  advances 
are  serving  to  provide  significant  prog- 
ress. 

The  Ph.D.  programs  in  the  basic 
sciences  are  playing  an  increasingly 
significant  role  in  the  development  of 
the  University.  The  establishment  of 
communication  with  colleagues  of  simi- 
lar backgrounds  on  the  Academic  Cam- 
pus is  setting  the  stage  for  some  of  the 
benefits  which  are  envisioned  for  the 
University.  The  programs  continue  to 
grow  and  significant  faculty  additions 
are  having  a  very  beneficial  effect. 

The  hospitals  have  come  through 
some  of  the  problems  of  last  summer 
and  real  headway  is  being  made  on 
several  fronts.  The  arrival  of  Miss 
Fritsch,  the  new  Director  of  the  Nurs- 
ing Service,  and  Mrs.  Fawcett,  her  As- 
sociate Director,  has  meant  a  great 
deal.  They  have  moved  quickly  to  at- 
tack some  of  the  glaring  problems  and 
are  making  dramatic  headway.  Through 
the  closer  cooperation  of  the  Nursing 
Service  and  the  School  of  Nursing  plus 
the  assistance  of  many  others,  the 
shortage  which  necessitated  the  closing 
of  some  beds  last  spring  has  been  al- 
most eliminated.  Salaries  and  working 
conditions  have  been  improved  and  the 
restructuring  of  nursing  functions  is 
providing  meaningful  progress. 

The  new  Vice  President  for  Univer- 
sity Hospitals,  Mr.  John  Imirie,  as- 
sumes his  new  role  full  time  on  Feb- 
ruary 1.  In  the  meantime,  he  has  been 
traveling  to  Richmond  with  increasing 
frequency  as  he  becomes  involved  in 
the  operations.  When  he  is  available 
full  time,  we  anticipate  a  detailed  ex- 
amination of  the  structures  in  order  to 
facilitate  an  increased  input  from  the 
medical  faculty  into  the  hospital  opera- 
don. 

The  search  for  a  Vice  President  for 
Health  Sciences  continues.  The  one 
candidate  to  whom  an  offer  was  made 
decided  to  remain  in  his  current  posi- 
tion.

identified  their  next  choice  from  the 
list  of  candidates.  He  will  be  visiting 
the  campus  early  in  January. 

In  the  meantime,  the  arrival  of  the 
Vice  President  for  Planning  and  Op- 
erations, Dr.  Roger  L.  Smith,  and  the 
Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs,  Dr.

visions  heretofore  existing  as  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia  shall,  as  of 
July  1,  1968,  be  designated  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia,  Health  Sci- 
ences Division  of  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University." 

"As  this  consolidation  comes  about, 
the  executive  committee  and  the  board 
have  been  quite  concerned  about  the 
loss  of  the  identity  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege. At  the  annual  meeting  in  June, 
the  following  resolutions  were  passed. 

"We  resolve  the  name  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  Health  Science  Divi- 
sion, Virginia  Commonwealth  Univer- 
sity, be  changed  to  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  Division  of  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University. 

"We  resolve  the  Governor  be  re- 
quested in  appointing  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University  to  select  eight  of  the  fifteen 
members  of  the  Board  from  the  grad- 
uates of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

"On  Monday,  October  13,  a  letter 
was  mailed  to  you  reproducing  the 
newly  approved  stationery  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  and  a  clip- 
ping from  the  Richmond  Times  Dis- 
patch of  August  30.  A  few  remarks  at 
the  bottom  quote  the  law  concerning 
the  identity  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.  A  card  was  enclosed  asking 
whether  you  want  your  Board  to  really 
make  an  effort  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  identity  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.  A  further  sample  of  this  seem- 
ing loss,  though  small,  is  the  shuttle 
bus  which  is  used  in  the  college  area. 
It  wears  upon  its  side  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University,  Health  Science 
Division.  The  February  issue  of  the 
Scarab  which  wiU  go  to  press  on  Jan- 
uary 2,  will  be  devoted  to  the  com- 
ments of  our  alumni  on  this  and  other 

February,    1970 


issues  concerning  your  opinion  of  the 
identity  and  the  role  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  in  this  consolida- 
tion. 

"The  Alumni  Association's  purpose 
as  stated  in  its  charter  of  incorporation 
is  "To  foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and 
fraternity  among  the  graduates  and 
former  students  of  the  Medical  CoOege 
of  Virginia  and  to  bring  about  con- 
certed action  in  promoting  the  welfare 
of  the  College." 

"Your  Board  is  ready  and  willing 
to  do  what  you  want  it  to.  We  are  the 
alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia. Though  as  a  non-profit  corpora- 
tion, we  cannot  enter  into  any  political 


activity,  we  all  have  friends  among  the 
Legislators.  We  want  first  and  foremost 
for  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  to 
continue  to  grow  in  stature  and  be  a 
college  from  which  we  can  be  proud 
to  say  we  are  graduates. 

"Doctor  Nelson  is  in  the  middle  of 
all  this,  and  we  know  from  the  splendid 
job  he  is  doing  as  dean  that  he  can  say 
much  which  will  enUghten  you  and  tell 
us  all  how  we  can  continue  to  be  of 
help  in  the  building  of  our  school  of 
medicine  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia." 

Doctor  Nelson  spoke  briefly  about 
the  medical  school  and  the  consolida- 
tion, saying  the  then  president  and  all 
the  deans  had  been  in  favor  of  it.

School  of  Pharmacy 

Now  that  the  holiday  season  has 
passed,  the  season  for  applications  be- 
gins in  earnest.  We  hope  that  all  of  you 
who  know  of  youngsters  interested  in 
attending  our  school  will  have  them 
apply  before  the  end  of  March. 

We  accept  those  students  who  will 
y  have  completed  63  semester  hours 
approximately  two  academic  years  of 
work)  by  September  of  1970.  This 
work  must  include  no  less  than  8  hours 
in  biology,  8  hours  in  chemistry,  8 
hom^s  in  physics,  6  hours  in  mathe- 
matics (including  trigonometry  as  a 
minimum),  6  hours  in  English,  and  3 
hours  in  economics.  To  make  up  the 
balance  of  63  semester  hours,  the  stu- 
dents must  offer  24  semester  hours  in 
elective  subjects.  We  do  credit  addi- 
tional hours  earned  in  general  biology, 
chemistry,  physics,  mathematics,  and 
economics  towards  the  electives  credit; 
but,  in  any  case,  a  student  must  have 
no  less  than  18  semester  hours  in  sub- 
jects that  are  considered  humanities, 
social  sciences,  and  liberal  arts.  We  in- 
form students  that  in  general  those  sub- 
jects which  are  non-science  or  non- 
business usually  meet  the  requirements 
of  electives  credit,  with  the  exception 
that  physical  education  is  not  credit- 
able. 

We  welcome  the  opportunity  of  dis- 
cussing with  any  individual  student  his 
particular  circumstances  and  we  will 
try  to  work  out  a  program,  in  the  event 
there  are  any  questions  at  all.  A  stu- 
dent who  is  making  apphcation  should 
have  a  "C"  or  better  average  overall. 
Any  student  wishing  application  mate- 
rial should  write  to  Mr.  C.  Eugene 
White,  who  is  chairman  of  our  admis- 
sions committee  here  in  the  school  of 
pharmacy. 

Our  new  catalog  finally  came  out  in 
the  late  fall  and  any  one  who  might 
wish  a  catalog  should  feel  free  to  write 
us  and  we  will  provide  one  without 
charge.  Catalogs  were  printed  for  the 
individual  schools  this  year  for  the  first 
time,  and  we  do  have  a  few  pictures 
and  altogether  it  represents  something 
of  an  improvement  over  past  catalogs. 
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In  addition  to  the  individual  school 
catalogs,  there  is  also  a  general  bulletin 
representing  the  several  schools  in  the 
Health  Sciences  Division. 

Our  students  made  plant  trips  to 
Lilly  and  Upjohn  during  the  last  week 
of  the  fall  quarter  this  year.  The  sched- 
ule was  changed  from  a  late  winter 
visit  because  of  lack  of  suitable  train 
schedules  from  Richmond  to  Indianap- 
olis and  Kalamazoo.  As  a  consequence, 
we  were  obliged  to  make  the  trip  by 
bus  to  meet  the  flexible  demands  of  the 
journey,  as  well  as  keeping  the  costs 
within  bounds.  The  trip  under  ordinary 
circumstances  takes  about  twelve  to 
fourteen  hours  with  the  usual  rest  stops.. 
We  understand  that  one  bus  ran  out  of 
fuel  on  one  of  the  Interstate  Highways, 
which  resulted  in  a  bit  of  a  delay  on 
the  way  out  to  Indianapolis.  Our  gen- 
eral impression,  however,  was  that  in 
spite  of  some  of  the  usual  difiiculties 
that  accompany  a  trip  of  this  kind  that 
the  students  had  a  most  pleasant  visit 
and,  as  usual,  found  it  most  informa- 
tive.

The  Dean  of  Students 

Mr.  H.  R.  Hester,  who  has  served 
as  director  of  housing  at  MCV  for  ten 
years,  was  recently  appointed  as  assist- 
ant dean  of  students  to  help  with  some 
of  the  counseling  and  personal  prob- 
lems of  students  since  Miss  Morrow 
resigned  to  go  as  Dean  of  Women  to 
the  University  of  the  South  on  July  1st. 
Miss  Morrow's  work  was  primarOy 
with  the  younger  women  students  and 
since  we  do  not  have  first  year  nursing 
and  pharmacy  students,  this  area  of 
work  is  greatly  diminished.  However, 
with  the  increase  in  number  of  students 
in  medicine,  dentistry  and  some  of  the 
other  schools  the  enrollment  is  staying 
fairly  constant,  as  well  as  the  needs  of 
the  students  in  these  other  categories. 

It  is  true  that  the  ground  was  broken 
for  the  gymnasium  the  latter  part  of 
April  or  the  first  of  May,  and  we  are 
supposed  to  have  the  gymnasium  within 
300  calendar  days  from  the  ground 
breaking.  However,  the  latest  report  is 
that  they  are  running  about  two  months 
behind  in  present  construction.  We  are 
still  hopeful  of  having  a  swimming-pool 
added  to  the  gymnasium  and  there 
have  been  a  number  of  physicians  here 
who  have  indicated  an  interest  in  not 
only  helping  personally  on  the  financ- 
ing, but  in  trying  to  interest  others  in 


contributing  to  this.  It  is  our  behef  that 
for  the  students  to  have  a  place  to  let 
off  steam  and  relax  after  a  demanding 
fuU  day  in  classes,  labs  and  chnics,  a 
facility  such  as  this  with  a  swimming 
pool  would  pay  great  dividends.  We 
are  going  to  look  for  support  from 
every  possible  source  for  this. 

There  have  been  some  changes  in 
our  dormitory  rules  and  regulations: 
( 1 )  allowing  women  students  who  are 
over  21  years  of  age  to  come  in  after 
dormitory  closing  hours;  and  (2)  the 
Administrative  Council  has  removed 
the  prohibition  against  consumption  of 
alcohol  on  the  campus,  with  the  pri- 
mary responsibility  of  adhering  to  poh- 
cies  placed  on  the  students  themselves. 
The  next  echelon  of  enforcement  will 
be  with  the  hall  managers  and  the  ulti- 
mate enforcement  with  the  dean  and 
assistant  dean  of  students  if  this  be- 
comes necessary.  These  changes  have 
been  well  received  and  to  date  we  are 
not  aware  of  any  abuse. 

As  many  of  you  know,  the  flood  in 
Virginia  caused  many  heartaches  and 
many  displacements,  and  some  of  our 
students  at  MCV  did  not  escape  this. 
The  Diesel  Housing  units  for  married 
students   were   evacuated    and,    while 
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there  was  no  loss  of  life,  there  was  con- 
siderable damage  to  both  personal  and 
College  property.  For  the  record,  I 
should  like  to  correct  a  radio  news  re- 
port that  MCV  "with  all  of  its  miOions, 
allows  its  students  to  live  in  slum  con- 
ditions, where  it  expended  nothing  on 
upkeep  of  the  property  but  all  improve- 
ments had  to  be  made  by  the  student 
residents."  You  should  know  that  these 
are  World  War  II  barracks  which  were 
given  to  the  College  for  housing  of 
students  after  World  War  II  providing 
we  used  them  for  a  stipulated  period. 
These  have  served  the  needs  of  hous- 
ing married  students  for  a  number  of 
years  at  a  relatively  low  cost  (approxi- 
mately $55  per  month  for  a  two  or 
three  bedroom  apartment,  with  all  util- 
ities furnished).  I  know  the  College 
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spent  over  $100,000  on  a  new  heating 
plant  within  the  last  five  years;  there 
has  been  new  roofing  and  painting  of 
frame  work,  as  well  as  graveling  of 
area  for  parking — to  name  a  few  of  the 
expenditures — as  well  as  a  full  time 
maintenance  staff  to  make  repairs  as 
requested.  The  students  liked  this  area 
because  it  was  their  own  community 
and  they  had  much  in  common.  The 
average  increase  in  rental  for  the  re- 
maining eight  months  of  this  year  is 
about  $700  per  family.  As  alumni  I 
think  you  will  be  interested  in  learning 
that  these  young  families  have  been 
most  appreciative  of  the  concern  and 
assistance  which  was  given  them  by 
administration,  dietitians,  housemoth- 
ers, secretaries  and  security  police. 
Many  have  made  the  comment  that 
they  had  no  idea  there  was  this  kind 
of  concern  for  them  as  students.  I  am 
sure  we  all  agree  that  these  are  the 
things  that  build  bridges  to  the  future. 
This  office  continues  to  work  with 
the  student  personnel  administrators  of 
the  other  campus  and  we,  as  well  as 
the  student  government  presidents  on 
both  campuses,  meet  on  the  average 
of  once  a  month  to  discuss  problems  of 
mutual  concern  and  interest.

Pyran  Copolymer  Under  Study 

A  drug  now  under  study  at  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia  for  its  antitu- 
mor effects  also  may  be  an  effective 
stimulus  to  activate  man's  own  natural 
body  defenses  in  the  fight  against  in- 
fection, disease,  and  injury. 

Research  evidence  also  suggests  that 
the  substance  may  alter  the  body's  re- 
sponse to  drugs  and  affects  blood  clot- 
ting, according  to  Dr.  William  Regel- 
son,  chairman  of  the  division  of  medical 
oncology  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia. 

Doctor  Regelson,  reporting  today  at 
the  Southeastern  Regional  Meeting  of 
the  American  Chemical  Society  in 
Richmond,  said  that  the  drug,  Pyran 
Copolymer,  is  being  shown  to  be  a 
useful  clinical  agent  which  might  per- 
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mit  the  manipulation  of  phagocytes — 
the  white  cells  which  are  man's  prime 
defense  system  against  bodily  harm. 

"This  stimulation  of  the  white  cells 
is  a  rediscovery  of  a  concept  which 
was  very  popular  at  the  turn  of  the 
century,"  Doctor  Regelson  said. 

"George  Bernard  Shaw  said  in  his 
play,  'TTie  Doctor's  Dilemma'  in  1906: 
'There  is  at  bottom  only  one  genuinely 
scientific  treatment  for  all  disease  and 
that  is  to  stimulate  the  phagocytes. 
Stimulate  the  phagocytes.  Drugs  are  a 
delusion.' 

"Although  Pyran  Copolymer  is  a 
drug,"  Doctor  Regelson  said,  "it  is  be- 
ing shown  that  its  protective  effects 
are  not  a  delusion." 

Research  at  MCV  on  Pyran  is  show- 
ing it  to  be  a  protective  agent  against 
viral,  bacterial,  and  fungal  disease,  he 
said. 

Doctor  Regelson  has  pioneered  in 
studies  of  the  drug's  anti-tumor  and 
anti-viral  activities.  He  is  chairman  of 
the  section  of  the  Eastern  Oncology 
Study  Group  that  is  currently  testing 
Pyran  in  clinical  trials  as  an  anti-tumor 
agent  for  man. 

Doctor  Regelson  is  chief  investigator 
for  today's  research  report  on  "Poly- 
anions  as  Anti-Tumor  and  Interferon 
Inducers :  Their  Reticuloendothelial 
Activity."  Albert  E.  Munson,  doctoral 
degree  candidate  in  pharmacology  at 
MCV,  is  co-investigator. 

Pyran  is  a  synthetic  polyanion  or 
plastic  which,  as  a  drug,  stimulates  the 
reticuloendothelial  (RES)  system.  Doc- 
tor Regelson  said.  The  RES  is  a  defense 
system  located  in  the  liver,  spleen,  and 
lymph  nodes  and  containing  the  fixed 
white  cells — the  body's  natural  defense 
mechanism. 

Pyran  is  considered  to  be  among  a 
number  of  substances  that  affect  these 
white  cells,  both  blocking  and  stimulat- 
ing their  ability  to  protect  the  body, 
depending  upon  the  time  the  drug  is 
administered. 


New  Fellow 

Dr.  Alton  R.  Sharpe  Jr.  (M'54), 
chairman  of  the  division  of  nuclear 
medicine  at  the  Medical  CoUege  of 
Vu-ginia,  has  been  elected  a  fellow  of 
the  American  College  of  Physicians. 

Doctor  Sharpe  has  been  a  member  of 
the  school  of  medicine  faculty  at  MCV, 
since  1960.  He  has  been  an  associate 
professor  of  radiology  and  an  assistant 
professor  of  medicine  since  1964. 
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Adolescent  Clinic 

A  new  adolescent  clinic  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  the  care  of  the  12  to  21- 
year-old  youth  will  open  January  15 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

The  new  outpatient  facility  is  being 
established  by  the  MCV  department  of 
pediatrics  to  meet  the  needs  of  an  age 
group  that  is  "generally  poorly  under- 
stood and  frequently  inadequately  dealt 
with,"  said  Dr.  George  M.  Bright. 

Doctor  Bright  is  an  assistant  profes- 
sor of  pediatrics  and  director  of  the 
new  clinic. 

The  adolescent  is  often  described  as 
being  at  an  awkward,  in-between  age 
— too  young  for  the  internist  and  too 
old  for  the  pediatrician,  who  is  re- 
garded by  many  teenagers  as  primarily 
a  "baby  doctor."  An  increasing  number 
of  physicians  are  asserting  that  adoles- 
cents need  a  specialist  of  their  own. 

Medical  evidence  supports  that  need. 
Many  physical  changes  that  occur  be- 
tween puberty  and  sexual  maturity — - 
such  as  the  increased  production  of 
certain  hormones — have  an  effect  on 
the  course  of  many  diseases.  Symptoms 
and  treatment  for  the  same  illness  often 
is  different  in  teenagers  than  in  chil- 
dren and  adults. 

With  the  new  adolescent  clinic,  MCV 
joins  approximately  60  medical  centers 
and  hospitals  in  the  United  States  with 
adolescent  outpatient  facihties  separate 
from  general  pediatrics  clinics. 

Associate  Director-Nursing 
Service 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Miller  Fawcett,  for- 
merly director  of  nursing  service  at 
Bethesda  Hospital  in  Cincinnati,  has 
been  appointed  associate  director  of 
nursing  service  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia. 

Mrs.  Fawcett  assumed  in  October  her 
new  duties  of  directing  the  daily  op- 
erations of  patient  nursing  services  in 
the  four  VCU  Hospitals.  As  associate 
director  of  nursing  service,  she  will  be 
involved  in  planning,  implementing, 
and  evaluating  nursing  service  and  will 
work  closely  with  the  various  hospital 
departments  which  offer  supportive 
services  to  the  nursing  units. 

Psychiatric  Nursing 

Dr.  Patricia  L.  Wiley  has  been  ap- 
pointed chairman  of  the  new  depart- 
ment of  psychiatric  nursing  at  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia. 


Doctor  WUey,  a  specialist  in  psy- 
chiatric mental  health  nursing,  is  cur- 
rently engaged  in  initiating  a  graduate 
program  in  psychiatric  nursing  leading 
to  a  master  of  science  degree  with  a 
major  in  nursing. 

Plans  for  the  new  department,  which 
opened  this  fall,  include  strengthening 
undergraduate  programs  involving 
nursing  care  for  large  groups  of  pa- 
tients or  families  and  community  men- 
tal health  care  programs.  On  the  grad- 
uate level,  plans  are  being  made  to 
include  instruction  in  the  sub-speciality 
of  child  psychiatric  nursing.

Medico-Legal  Workshop 

The  first  of  three  regional  medico- 
legal workshops  investigating  current 
medical  examiner  problems,  drug 
abuse,  and  sudden  and  unexpected 
causes  of  death  was  held  Thursday, 
November  13,  in  ArUngton. 

The  workshop,  also  held  in  January 
at  Virginia  Beach  and  to  be  held  in 
March  at  Roanoke,  is  being  conducted 
by  the  ofiice  of  the  chief  medical  ex- 
aminer to  keep  local  medical  examin- 
ers, pathologists,  physicians,  homicide 
investigators,  and  other  legal  and  law 
enforcement  officers  informed  of  the 
latest  medico-legal  techniques  in  the 
investigation  of  sudden,  unusual,  un- 
natural and  violent  deaths. 

Sponsors  for  the  workshops  are  the 
department  of  legal  medicine  at  the 
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Medical  College  of  Virginia,  the  office 
of  the  chief  medical  examiner;  the  Vir- 
ginia Society  for  Pathology,  and  the 
Virginia  Academy  of  General  Practice. 
Conducting  the  programs  are  Dr. 
Geoffrey  T.  Marm,  chief  medical  ex- 
aminer and  chairman  of  the  MCV  De- 
partment of  Legal  Medicine;  Dr.  Rob- 
ert V.  Blanke,  and  Mr.  Thomas  D.
